‘Sen ate Resolu tion 192 is so 
gen eral,” he said in con tin u in g a 
speech begu n y esterday , “that It 
can be in terpreted as ex pressin g 
a willin gn ess to accept an y thin g 
from a federal u n ion with two or 
more n ation s on on e ex treme to 
a loose military allian ce with two 
or more n ation s on the other.”

German Field Marshal Vo n Mannstein, in co mmand there, and in 
the Crimea, was said to be ex periencing the greatest difficulty In 
keeping his armies fro m being cut into un-co o rdinated units, with 
gro ups staggering back to their o wn fro ntiers witho ut supreme co n­ 
tro l.

prelude to governm ent seizure of 
the affected work ings. The board 
set a deadline of this m orning for 
strik ers to return to work . The 
m echanics of check ing the situa­ 
tion, 
preparing 
the 
documents, 
and arranging a visit to the w hite 
house, would delay the actual cer­ 
tification until at least sundown. 
Further iirace Seen. 
A further grace period and pos­ 
sibly an appeal to the men by the 
president may precede a presi­ 
dential order of seizure. Beyond 
that, the routine is uncertain. 
Secretary Ick es has told friends 
he would not willingly accept the 
custodianship of the mines again 
—as he did last sum m er—without 
broader authority to deal with the 
m iners. An alternative possibility 
is that the president may turn the 
w hole job of coal production over 
to the arm y.

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Plans for a real “crack down” 
on delinquent 
registranUs 
were 
contained in new selective service 
directives issued this week , it was 
announced Thursday by the state 
headquarters of N ebrask a selec­ 
tive service, under Gen. Guy N. 
Henningei-. 
All registrants who have failed 
to k eep their local boards fully 
inform ed of their status should 
contact their boards im m ediately, 
either in person or by mail, it was 
stated. 
The general said local boards 
have instructions, effective Nov. 1, 
to tak e this action regarding de­ 
linquent registrants: 
First, turn over to the FBI and 
the U. S. attorney for prosecution, 
the cases of all registrants be­ 
tween 18 and 38 years of age who 
have failed to report in response 
to induction orders. 
Second, to prepare to induct as 
soon as possible, w ithout regard 
to order num ber or dependency, 
ail registrants between 18 and 38 
years of age who have wilfully 
failed to (1) k eep their boards in­ 
fo *med of changes in address and 
jobs and (2) failed to respond 
to cla.ssification questionnaires or 
notices to report for screening ex­ 
am inations. 
A fter Nov. 
1, G eneral 
Hen- 
ninger said, local boards have or­ 
ders to obtain publication of the 
nam es of delinquent regi.strants 
who have failed to report for in­ 
duction. 
“The publication of such nam es,” 
he said, “is a strong step because 
it will label these delinquents as 
‘draft dodgers’ in the eyes of the 
public. R egistrants who are k now ­ 
ingly delinquent will do well to 
give serious thought to the effect 
of such publicity on them selves 
and their fam ilies.” 
The general urged registrants 
who k now they are technically 
delinquent, also those who for any 
reason feel they m ight be delin­ 
quent. to contact their boards be­ 
fore Nov. 1.

It is som ber reading bu t it answ ers a question 
th a t has been agitating the Am erican p eop le.

B ritain has lost 5,7 00 fly ers, and at least $146,- 
620,000 w orth of p lanes In keep ing the aerial of­ 
fensive going for the last six months. 
The largest single item in p lane loss was the 
destruction of 553 of the huge 4-m otored Fly ing 
Forts and Liberators. 
The figures m ean little in connection w ith the 
w ar In all of the quarters of the globe. They only 
em p hasize again the character of total w ar. 
The 
loss in crew of p lanes based in the British Isles 
rep resents a force greater than the total em p loy ed 
by the air forces of W orld w ar No. 1. 
Add to 
these the losses sustained in action in the Pacific 
and In the O rient, and it w ill be seen that one of 
these p rim e questions at the p eace table will be 
consideration of lim itations of weap ons w ithin the 
arm am ents of nations. 


w hat these men said is just about as well known 
to our allies and our enemies as to some of the 
•enators who w ere in the cham ber. 
Last week a “secret” session of the senate

com m ittee 
was held 
for

N ewsp ap erm en as well as the p ublic w ere barred, 
but a com p lete rep ort of the m eeting, Including 
w hat was said In debates, has been p ublished; 
and this could not have hap p ened had not m em ­ 
bers who w ere there have "talked.” 
It is not to be sup p osed that all congressmen 
are gossip s or unw orthy of being entrusted with 
confidential Inform ation; but it is a p roven fact 
that some of them are, and other m em bers know 
that such is the case. 
The dem ands for more 
com p lete inform ation on some subjects, therefore 
lacks the ring of sincerity .

RALANCES 


ITiat argum ent th at has gotten underw ay in 
Lincoln over a recent statem ent by Senator H arrv 
By rd of Virginia, docs not involve on either side 
among its p artisans a m atter of good faith. 
It 
sim p ly arises over the correct Interp retation of a 
statem ent L. L. Cory ell, Sr., credited to Senator 
By rd to the effect th at there w as in the treasury 
203 billion dollars available for the conduct of the 
war. 
Som ew here along the line there m ust be a slip . 
It seems im p robable that Senator By rd m eant 
to convey the imp re.« ;sion that the United States 
treasury had cash balances to its credit of 203 
billion dollars. 
There have been at various times 
estim ates of the aggregate w ealth of the United 
States. 
Some have p laced them , including all 
lands and buildings, m inerals and forests, indus­ 
tries and every other bit of tangible p rop erty at 
350 billion dollars. 
O thers have com p uted them 
a t 400 to 500 billion dollars. 
The figures them ­ 
selves are slightly bey ond the understanding of the 
average individual. 
But we know as a result of 
ey esight that all this w ealth has not been moved 
to the treasury vaults in W ashington. 
We know 
as a m atter of commonsense th at 203 billion dol­ 
lars is a hell of a lot of money . 
We know that 
if the treasury had those balances on hand at this 
tim e, it would not be needing any refinancing 
p lans, any bond cam p aigns, and it could smooth 
the w rinkles out of its furrow ed brow over the 
m atter of tax revision.

Most of us know a little bit m ore than that. 
We know that in sp ite of the drastic increase 
In circulating currency that it still falls far short 
of 203 billion dollars. 
In fact, the last figures 
we saw on circulating currency , all of the currency 
in circulation in the U nited States, p laced it around 
20 billion dollars, and it m ay have grown som e­ 
w hat since then. 
T hat is against a circulating 
m edium of 5 billion dollars in 19 33. 
O rdinarily 
taxes, individual or corp orate, are p aid by cash, 
or its equivalent in circulating medium. 
We know Uncle Sam has several billion dollars 
of gold stored in the hills of K entucky . 
But if he has these balances of 203 billion 
dollars, then Uncle Sam is on easy street and the 
A m erican p eop le have in front of their ey es a 
m iracle greater than one of feeding the m ultitude 
w ith a loaf and seven fishes. And th at reference 
to unexp ended 
balances 
by 
Mr. 
Cory ell, 
u n ­ 
fortunately , m ay have led m any to believe the 
money w as there in the treasury now. 


W hat Senator By rd p robably had in mind was 
the total of congressional ap p rop riations for w ar 
p urp oses. 
There m ay be unexp ended balances of 
authorized ap p rop riations in the aggregate of 203 
billion dollars p rovided for the conduct of the w ar 
through to the close of the next fiscal y ear. These 
ap p rop riations are m ade and then tax levies m ust 
be imp osed, or the governm ent m ust borrow in 
order to raise the revenues to m eet them . 
It would not be surp rising th a t in the vast ap ­ 
p rop riations m ade late in the sp ring in excess of 
150 billions for the conduct of the w ar there would 
be vast unexp ended balances from those ap p rop ria­ 
tions. 
Of course, congress w ill w ant to take those 
earlier ap p rop riations, unsp ent, into consideration, 
in p lanning and p assing new ap p rop riations. 
It is strange and m ore than strange how men 
will get heated up over nothing, question each 
other’s moUves, and call each other names. 
We 
doubt th a t Senator By rd could survive the shock 
of discovering he had been p ut in the light of 
suggesting that the treasury itself contained 203 
billion dollars of unexp ended funds.

Forecast of a possible acute meat shortage after the first 
of the y ear was made Thursday by Prof, W. J. Loeffel, chair­ 
man of the department of animal husbandry , and Dr. H. C. 
Filley , chairman of the department of rural economics at the 
University of Nebraska college of agriculture. 
The department heads, commenting on the new price con­ 
trols on live cattle Instituted by Economic Stabilization Director 
Fred M, Vinson, cited the already tight feed situation and de­ 
clared that the ceilings would cut the feeding operations upon 
which the spring market is dependent for cattle. 
Vittaoti’g O rd er 
Vinson’s directive ordered important changes in marketing 
and subsidy procedures altering the price rollback subsidies 
paid to processors and confined the price range paid for cattle 
to one dollar spread in each grade. The new ceilings run around 
25 cents lower per hundredweight than Tuesday ’s Chicago price. 
The price control order will take the squeeze off the small 
producer, as it was designed to do, but it will shift it to the 
feeder. Professor Loeffel pointed out. He showed that the tight 
feed situation has increased the cost of fattening cattle to the 
point where either the price of feeder cattle must drop or feed­ 
ing operations stop. In either case it will be the farmer who 
takes the cut and the consumer who benefits. 
IS 'o Im m e d ia te Jflea t S h o rta g e 
Neither professor envisioned an immediate curtailment of 
the meat supply as there are a large number of gra.ss fattened 
cattle available to supply the needs for the remainder of the 
y ear. In the spring, how’cver, the market must be supplied by 
cattle fed on grains during the winter months. The high cost of 
feed grains coupled with price controls will make it unprofit­ 
able to the feeder to carry on operations, both men explained. 
Failure to fatten cattle in dry lot will reduce the nation’s 
meat supply . Professor Loeffel pointed out. The average 900- 
pound grass-fed animal will dress out 486 pounds of meat, 
while the same animal after four months of com feeding and a 
gain of 300 pounds will produce 732 pounds of meat—a net 
gam of 246 pounds. 
‘‘A lower price ceiling and the resultant decrease In the 
number of cattle produced would undoubtedly pave the way 
for the import of South American beef. Nebraska livestock 
men certainly do not want this to happen,” Filley concluded.

War^fei E ffect On 
Population Told 
By Dr. R einhardt 
“In the war today many civil­ 
ians are being killed because of 
the expanse of the battlefront,” 
said Dr, J, M. Reinhardt, profes­ 
sor of sociology at the University 
of Nebraska, in a talk before the 
Co-op club at the chamber of 
commerce Thursday noon. 
Speaking on post-war condi­ 
tions in respect to population, Dr. 
Reinhardt believed there will not 
be an excess of women except 
probably in the United States. 
"The first World war left Europe 
with an excess of women due to 
the high number of casualties 
suffered among the soldiers,” he 
said, and stated that in compari­ 
son with every 1,000 women be­ 
tween the ages of 18-35 there 
were only 700 men of that age 
and that this greatly disturbed 
family conditions, bringing about 
a decline in the numbers of births 
in most countries of Europe. 
"Many of our soldier.s will not 
come back and few civilians in 
this country will be killed as a 
result of the war,” Prof. Rein­ 
hardt continued, "and this will 
help to bring about whatever ex­ 
cess of women we may have.” 
In 1942 there were three mil­ 
lion babies born in the United 
States, Dr. Reinhardt said, which 
is the highest number in the his­ 
tory of the country . This, he 
mainly attributed to the war, but 
predicted a decline in 1944.

WASHINGTON — The Amer­ 
ican p ublic doesn't know it, but 
blame for current civil war in 
Greece traces direct to the door­ 
step of the United States and its 
new p olicy of following the Brit­ 
ish p ollry of king-bowing. Here is 
the inside story, as told by un­ 
censored dip lomatic disp atches. 
More than a year ago, a British 
colonel, sent as a sap p er to blow 
up a 
railroad 
bridge 
between 
Athena and Salonika, failed to 
make 
connection 
with 
British 
naval units which were to take 
him out of Greece, and was forced 
to remain there. For one year he 
led 
and 
mingled 
with 
Greek 
guerillas, finally making his way 
back to Cairo this p ast summer. 
In Cairo he rep orted that while 
the Greek underground controlled 
much of the country away from 
the main highways and cities, the 
chief 
thing 
which 
held 
back 
greater anti-nazi insurrection was 
British - American 
sup p ort 
for 
King George II. 
George II, sp onsor and abettor 
of the hated Metaxis dictatorship , 
had been brought to the U. S. A., 
wined and dined and groomed to 
take over Greece after the nazis 
were driven out. This, the Brit­ 
ish colonel rep orted, did not go 
down well with fighting Greeks, 
who could not see much difference 
between nazi rule and royal Greek 
rule. 
Following this, the Greek un­ 
derground group s sent rep resen­ 
tatives to Cairo. Simultaneously, 
George Exindaris. rep resentative 
of old line Greek p olitical p arties, 
was p ersuaded by the British col­ 
onel to come 
to Cairo, 
inde­ 
p endently 
of 
the 
underground 
leaders. 
No King fo r Greece. 
Whereup on, the seven under­ 
ground leaders, meeting with Ex­ 
indaris in Cairo, agreed that the 
Greek p eop le should shun p oli­ 
tics, 
and 
concentrate 
on 
the 
enemv; and 
that King George 
should remain out of the p icture. 
He should be given a regular al- 
lowancc, thoy d<'clared, but should 
not come back to Greece until the 
Greek p eop le had had a p lebiscite 
after the war on whether they 
W’anted a monarchy or a rep ublic. 
The underground leaders drew 
up a p rotocol to this effect, and 
handed it to the Greek cabinet. 
In a joint meeting it was unani­ 
mously ap p roved. This was one 
of the few unanimous decisions 
taken by the Greek cabinet re­ 
cently. Even the p rime minister, 
a close friend of the king’s, signed 
the p rctocol. 
However, because 
he was so close to the king, he 
asked that the vice p rime minister 
p resent it to him. 
After 
receiving 
the 
p rotocol. 
King George invited the cabinet 
to a crown council, at which the 
underground leaders set forth the 
sentiment of the Greek p eop le 
and warned that any other p olicy 
than 
a 
p lebiscite 
regarding 
a 
monarchy would p lunge Greece 
into civil war. 
King George listened p olitely, 
rep lied in effect; 
“Gentlemen, I thank you for 
your courtesy and enlightenment. 
I shall give my answer after con­ 
sulting 
my 
friends 
Winston 
Churchill and President Roose­ 
velt.” 
Chieftains Co nfer. 
Meanwhile, 
Alexander 
Kirk. 
U. S. ambassador to Egyp t and 
Greece, had been drop oing quiet 
and p ersistent hints that King 
George was the good friend of 
President Roosevelt. 
Two 
days 
later, 
the 
Greek 
cabinet and guerilla chiefs were 
called in by British minister-for- 
the-Middle East. Richard Casey, 
former 
Australian 
minister 
in 
Washington. Present at the meet­ 
ing was 
Sir 
Maitland 
Wilson. 
British army commander for the 
Balkans. 
Casey Immediately launched a 
tirade against the Greek cabinet, 
severely criticized their op p osi­ 
tion to the king. Frequently dur­ 


ing the tirade he turned to Mait­ 
land Wilson to ask: 
Commander, are you with me 
in this?” 
Maitland Wilson rep lied vig­ 
orously in the affirmative. 
The Greek cabinet member who 
argued 
most 
with 
Casey 
was 
Sop hocles Venlzelos, sen of the 
former Greek liberator and now 
Greek minister of marine. Until 
February of this year. Venizelos 
had been in the United States 
and felt that the American p eop le 
did not believe In forcing a king 
; down the throats of the Greek 
p eop le. At one p oint Casey turned 
to him and said; 
“What kind of a minister of the 
^ crown are you to recommend to 
! your king that he not return to 
! his p eop le?” 
Venizelos rep lied that the ap ­ 
p ointment of a Greek cabinet by 
the crown wa.s only a formality 
and that the cabinet really rep re­ 
sented the Greek p eop le, not the 
king. V’onlzelos also asked Casey 
whether, in lecturing them, he 
was rep resenting the view.« of the 
' British government or his own 


j p ersonal views. 
Casey 
rep lied 
that 
he 
was 
.sp eaking p ersonally. Vice Premier 
I George 
Rousos 
then 
suggested 
^ that the Greek cabinet would like 
to have the views of the British 
government. 
So Ca.sey said he 
would 
refer 
the 
m atter 
to 
Churchill. 
Kep t Senators Away. 
Meanwhile, the five American 
senators p assed 
through 
Cairo, 
but the British took go<^ care to 
keep 
the 
Greek 
underground 
leaders away from them. Mean­ 
while. 
also. 
Ambassador 
Kirk, 
though much more di.« rreet than 
Casey, had been saying p rivately 
that the Greek cabinet should 
stand behind the king. 
About fifteen days later. Church­ 
ill wired King George a flaminglv 
worded message, giving him full 
sup p ort and Instructing him to 
“ride forward into battle at the 
head of your troop s.” Churchill 


j ap p arently did not know that on 


j the one occasion King George had 


j reviewed Greek troop s in exile, 
they had to be disarmed In ad­ 
vance by the British, for fear 
they would shoot him. 
Roo.sevelt sent a much milder 
message, nevertheless exp ressing 
his sup p ort. 
This ended the incident excfjp t 
that the British brusquelv notified 
the seven underground leaders a
